Allen W. Tliiirniaii Selected Temporary 
Ohalnnan— C»iii|ib«ll CoaSdeat of Be- 
■oflilaatlon— Doing* of the OetoSfttee at 

the Cleveland ConTention. 

Clkvki.am), ,ln\y 1."). — The D#mo- 
cimtic state convention met here at lU 
o'clock this forenoou. In calling the 
coDTMtion to order Mr. John S. Norton, 
chhirman of the itate central oommittoe, 
congratnlateil the convention on the en- 
conragint; oiitloiik for the Democratic 
p.irty and j>re(licte<l it-s triumph in the 
fouiiiiji election. He tlicn t(X)k up tlie 
McKiuley bill, and devoted a greater 
part of iiis reniark.s to tliat measure, 
which he characterized as a law no more 
worthy of honor than the levy of tlie 
bandit and the buccaneer. 

"Personally, Major McKinlcy is an 
honest man." said ( "olonel Nort<Mi, '•but 
his n)ea.sure is a bnr)A;lar without heart 
and without mercy who robB alike the 
defenseless child, the 8tronf< man and 
the helpless woman. It is ;i monument 
of wroiif? whose every stone is from the 
quarry of o])pres.sion." H<' closed by in- 
troducing Allen W. Thmiuan, the tem- 
porary chrirman, ae the worthy son of 
an illuBtrions sire. 

A. W. Thnrman. in taking his posi- 
tion as temporary chairman of the rnn- 
vention, facetiously quoted ex-(Jovei nor 
Foraker as saying that "even the wiles 
of the devil seemed unable to kill the 
Democratic party." This undoubtedly 
meant tliat it would never be destroyed 
by the Ii< publican party. The 8pee<!h 
was (piitc a lengthy one and was largely 
devoted t^) the tarirt" <iuestion and the 
doings of the late session of congress. 
He praised the a( tion of the legislature 
in passing the Australian ballot law, and 
wante<l all personal differences or feel- 
ings of disappointment drojiped, and 
thorough organization and active work 
aU oyer the state. 

Campbell Confldeat. 

Gk>vemor Campbell, in the bridal 
chamber of the Hollenden, is taking 
things calmly and with apparent 
contentment of mind. He threw down 
the gauntlet to bis opponents upon en- 
tering the hotel yesterday afternoon. 
While the majority of the crowd 
cheered until they were hoarse, the 
Hamilton and Cuyahoga county men, 
who oc cupied a big section of lb* ro- 
tunda, were conspicnons by their 
silence. Mounting a chair in response 
to calls for a speecn Governor CamplK-ll 
pointed his index finger to the opposi- 
tion comer and baid with emphasis: "I 
will make giy^^iytyiji tomorrow after- 
noon." 

Last night in conversation he said that 
not onlv would be be nominated on the 
first ballot, but that he could afford to 
give a hundred votes of his reserve 
strength to his opponents in order that 
that they might be able to make a re- 
spectable showing. As to the futiire 
after the convention, he was perfectly 
willing to let tliat t»ike care of itself. 

The various district delegations met at 
1) o'clock liist night and chose their rep- 
resentatives on the various committees. 
An hour later the committee on resolu- 
tions went into secret session in the 
mayor's office. The silver plank- is about 
the ordy bone of contention. altiiouj;li 
the two repieseutatives of the oj)positii^il 
will tight an endorsement of Campbi^U's 
adtnlmstralion. 

Sluull Si/.ed Row. 

There came near being a tragedy in 
the meeting of the delegates from the 
Seventh congressional district l;ust night. 
The trouble arose from I'olonel Herbert, 
of Erie county, declaring his intention of 
supporting Campbell in the convention. 
Mike Harrington, of Toledo, who was 
prominently identified with the United 
States secret service under (J rover Cleve- 
Uoid's administration, took umbrage at 
the 'declaration of his colleague. One 
word brought on another and finally 
Harrington let out and knocked his op- 
ponent out of his chair. Accjording to 
eyewitnesses Herbert drew his gtin, ainl 
one <rf bis friends followed suit but the 
other members of the delegation nished 
between the combatants and prevented 
further hostilities. 

At 12:80 this morning the committee 
on resolutions took a recess. The com- 
mittee stands eleven to ten in favor of 
free coinage.

CHARt.ESTON, July 1.").— About 6 
o'clock Friday night Jim Johnson killed 
Henry Wise on Ten-Mile of Paint creek, 

this county. Wise was a butcher who 
formerly lived at Huntington. His son 
was on his way to buy cattle. His fail- 
ure to return by Sunday aroused mnfA- 
(don against .Tohn.son, whom he had 
been seen with last. Johnson was ar- 
rested and confessed to hitting Wise on 
the head with a rock and hiding the 
body, but ti'fnses to say where he hid it. 
He is in jail liere and a warrant has been 
i.ssued for Henry Mullens, an alleged ac- 
complice, .lohnson says Wise began the 
(piarrel which ended in his death. 

A curious comi)lication has arisen in 
the Wise murder ca«e. .Johnson con- 
lessecl to haying struck him on the head 
witli a rock, anil left him hid. supposed 
to be dead. A man turned up on Paint 
creek, went before a I'lai^nstrate and 
swore li(» was Wise. He said that he 

had 1 n over in Boone county, and was 

nr)t .it all ilead. The officers did not 
know the man. nor did they know Wise. 
The (juestion now is whether this is not 
a confe li-rate of Johnson trying to get 
him out of jail, or if it is really Wise, 
who did Johnson Ullf 

SALT LAKE ELECTION. 

I.lheralH Defeat (he Mormon* and Their 
Allieit with IncraatMKi Miijorltleit. 

Salt Lake City, July 15.— Enthusi- 
astic Liberab are mating the city ring 
becau.se of • yiotorv in the school elec- 
tion here. The Jbuinons and allies 
made a de.^per.-ite effort to cai>ture the 
board of education, but tlie Liberals 
held their own, carrying by an increased 
minority the precincts carried by them 
haratofore, and losing those they lost be- 
fore by reduced majorities. Thev m- 
taiu sue of the ten members of the 
board, and carry tha city as a whola by 
700 majorit} .

NATIONAL CAPITAL. 

It is Not the Place for a Political 
Convention. 



ARGUMENTS AGAINST THE PLACE 



It Wonid Hav* a Damorallalag Inflaenee 
Eapaelalljr If Ceiigren Was In Haaalan. 
Other Cltlaa Campared WItli Waahiaf 
tea and Wky tha tjatter Plaoa Shoald 
Ket Be Seleeted. 

WAHHiNaTON, Jtily IS.— Having put 
on foot a movement to bring tbe na- 
tional encampment of the Grand -Vrmy 
of the Ilepublic to this city, the news- 
pai>ers of Washingtuii are nuw ai^itatiug 
the question of lioldiu(< one or both of 
the national conventions at the national 
capitaL It is not at all likely that the 
movement to hold a natieaal conyention 
in Washington will receive much en- 
couragement, and it is not possible that 
it should be successful. 

Washington is financially a vei-y poor 
convention town. But aside from that 
fact, it would l)e ntlerlv demoralizing 
to the jmblic service to nave a politi<'al 
convention !;oing on here esj^ecially with 
congress in session. It cati be counted 
as i)retty certain that the president 
Would thi ow all the weight of liis influ- 
ence against holdisg the Re|iuliliciin 
convention here if the matter was ever 
considered seriuuslj'. It would create a 
fearful scandal, for there would be no 
way of preve/itiiig Federal oflicials in 
the dei)artuients taking an active part in 
the affairs of the convention, and even 
the president would bitchyrged with iii- 
tej-fering in its deliberations and with 
attempting to dictate it* action. The 
proposition would meet wit h I he earnest 
oppo.«ition of Mif mcmlwrr; of congres.-. 
for the coi.v Mi I would deinor;iJize the 
delilxialion- "i that bod>'. 

If the prefcident has any choice in the 
selection of the place for lioldiug the 
next Republican national convention lie 
has not e.vjiressed it. so far .-is is known. 
There is little doubt tliat he will have a 
Voice, and a decided voice, in n.iming 
the jilace. and it is the impression among 
his trieiids, i>olitical and personal, that 
he Would jtrefer Chicago. President 
Cleveland wanted the last I >eiii(K-ratic 
convention held in Chicago, a - tlie pl;ice 
where he recei\eil his lirst nomination, 
but Mr. Cleveland was not on the best 
terms with seine of the niemlMTS of his 
national cominittee and lliey uid not fol- 
low his wishes. Mr. Harrison, it is be- 
lieved, will e.xpress a prelerenre for Chi- 
cago as the swit of the next io-publican 
convention, and if he itoes it is likely to 
go there. 

New Vork is too crowded and tou far 
east. The last named is tjne oi' the ob- 
jections which l an be raised to Wash- 
ington, but it is by no means the only 
one. In Chicago. St. Louis and otiier 
cities there is a commercial cla.s« which 
i.s benefite<l by the gathering of large 
crowds of p«-()ple. ami from this com- 
mercial class the money ia obtained to 
pay for tlie public domonstrations which 
must necessarily attend the welcoming 
of .'•o large a bodj- of strangers and their 
public entertainment. In Wa^ihiugton 
this class IS so small that it is with great 
difficulty that any consideri Me fund is 
raised for any publi<' piirpor-e. and tlie 
iiat i' 'iial capitai cannot enter into compe- 
tiiion with any other large city In the 

country in this.

An lastantaaeoaa Death In a Claelnnail

Cincinnati. July b"). - A most peciiii.ir 
a<cident. result ing in the insianiaueoiis 
death of William Leive, occurred at L. 
Schreiber & Sons' foundry, Eggleeton 
avenue, at 10 o'clock yesterday mom- 
intc. Leive was at work on a machine 
used for punching holes in iron. He 
was i)lacing a bt'lt on the revolving 
shalt of the mai hine. but did not a lj i-t 
it properly, and in some unexplainabie 
way he fell agtunst the machine and a 
portion of his head was seyered from 
his body before he or any one else real- 
ized that danger was at hand.
